A  nation  of  24  millions 
of  people  raifing  their  unanimous  voice 
in  favour  of  liberty,  and  the  rights  of  hu¬ 
man  nature !  It  is  with  peculiar  fatisfac- 
lion,  that  wc  contemplate  fo  great  a  crowd 
of  witnell'es  to  the  caule  of  freedom;  fuch 
teftimonies  merit  to  be  held  in  eveilalling 
remembrance,  and  t(»be  indelibly  record¬ 
ed  in  the  annals  of  reafon  and  humanity. 
As  rten,  and  as  Britons,  we  molt  (hi- 
certly  wifl^  them  fncccfs ;  and  prrty  that 
no  diircnhons  atiiongft  Ihemftlves  may 
obfctirc  the gloi  ions  prof[)cdt  before  them. 
\Ve  are  coniident,  indeed,  that  it  cannot 
long  be  ohfeured.  Clouds  may  appear, 
and  occafion  a  temporary  gloom;  but  the 
fun  of  freedom  has  avifen,  and  the  mills 
of  defpotifm  will  vanilh  before  the  bright- 
iiefs  of  his  lays.  “  The  abfolute  right,” 
lays  Mr  A.  du  Perron,  “  which  the 
French  polTefs  to  tax  ihemfelves,  to  make 
laws  in  conjtintflion  with  their  Monarch, 
to  govirn  with  him,  may  be  traced  -up 
to  the  veiy  oiigin  of  the  empire.  Tyran¬

Thtrcare  fomc  who  are  t)f  i»pinion, 
that  it  the  French  become  a  free  and  com¬ 
mercial  people,  it  will  be  much  againft 
the  inlerelt  of  this  country  ;  but  for  our 
part  we  deem  this  a  narrow  and  ill- 
grounded  idea.  For, 

1.  It  is  a  great  millake  to  confider  ri¬ 
val  nations  in  coiniiurcc  as  (landing  in 
the  fame  degree  of  holtilily  to  each  other 
as  cntniies  in  war;  on  the  contrary,  llicir 
rivallbip  otien  promotes  the  inlcrcft  of 
both  pajlies.  It  txciics  mutual  emula¬ 
tion,  gives  a  new  fpur  to  mutual  indu- 
Itiy;  and  thus,  iilliniatcly,  is  an  advan¬ 
tage  to  hi.)ih.  SiK h  triccls  we  expert 
from  the  Irctdom  of  France. 

2.  We  are  an  i veil  at  Inch  pcifc<flion  in 
all  our  capital  rnai.utr.Cturei,  ilial  it  will 
be  long  befote  they  caii  rival  us  in  any 
foreign  maiket. 

3.  Our  articles  of  trade  in  many  re- 
fpeds  are  d’Hircnl.  There  are  fome 
branches  which  rr»olt  naturally  belong  to 
them,  and  others  which  moll  naturally 
belong  to  us.  There  arc  fomc  in  which 
wc  never  can  rival  Ihenr  ;  and  others  in 
which  they  never  can  equal  us.  Things 
will  naturally  hnd  their  own  level ;  and 
it  will  probably  be  better  for  both  parties 
to  be  confined  to  ihofe  obje(its  which 
they  liave  the  bed  opportunity  of  mana¬ 


ging  well.  There  is  room  ennuch  in  the 
world  for  us  both.  Ni  indujlriom  peopl, 
ever  were  indigent. 

4  If  monopolies,  exclullve  privileges 
and  all  thofe  abfiird  rellridions  that  Je- 
prefs  the  fpirit,  and  cramp  the  extent  of 
commerce,  (hrll  be  abolilhed  in  France 
w'e  fhdl  be  obliged  to  abuliOi  them  here 
alfo,  in  Jalfiiefnce.  If  they  become  wife, 
we  lhall  not  be  able  t(»  remain  fooli. 
Tlius  we  fliall  be  enlightened  by  their 
light,  as  they  in  return  will  be  by  onrs. 
And  both  of  us  will  grow  up,  and  Hou- 
rilb  together.  There  is  ample  fope  for 
both  in  the  commercial  world.  How  vail 
a  field  is  the  market  of  Alia  alone,  that 
immenfe  coiitiucnl,  if  it  were  what  it  ne¬ 
ver  yet  has  been,  completely  opened,  the 
trade  freed  from  every  reftraint,  and  pio- 
te<flcd  only,  not  interfered  w'ith,  by  the 
giivernments  of  both  kingdoms  ! 

5.  If  the  French  once  become  a  free 
commercial  people,  riches  will  be  more 
generally  dilfufed  amongll  them:  and,  as 
they  become  more  opulent,  they  will 
want  more  of  our  articles,  and  be  better 
cuftomers  than  before.  This  holdain  all 
limilar  cafes. 

“  There  are  fomc  of  the  EngliOi,” 
faid  Dean  Tucker  to  the  writer  of  this 
article,  “  wdio  are  afraid  tliat  the  pto- 
pie  of  Scotland  are  getting  too  rich. 
But  1  rejoice  to  hear  of  it  ;  for  if  they 
become  rich,  they  w'ill  buy  more  of  U3 
llian  they  uled  to  do,  and  be  better  cu- 
flomers.  The  wants  of  a  people  always 
keep  pace  at  lead  with  the  incieafeot 
their  opulence.  Wherefore  i  am  always 
glad  to  hear  of  any  body  getting  rich, 
or  thriving  ;  becaufc  I  know  that  it  en¬ 
ables  others  to  thrive.” 

6.  If  the  French  retain  their  freedom 
and  engage  in  commerce,  they  will  be 
lets  dilpofed  to  go  to  war  with  us;  and 
thus  our  mod  lorinidable  enemy  in  F.ii- 
rope  will  be  taken  out  of  the  field.  I  he 
countenance  of  peace  will  be  an  unfpcaii- 
able  blefling  to  both  nations.

Aiucdou  of  Petit  the  Great's  Father, 

TZar  Alexei  Michailovit(h,thc  father  of 
Peter  the  Great,  was  pleafed  to  confer 
his  particular  confidence  on  the  Bovar 
Ariemin  Matfeof,  grandfather  to  Maria 
Andreevna  Rumantzof  (mother  of  Field 
Marfhal  Rumantzof  Zulunaiiki,  chan¬ 
cellor  for  foreign  atfairs),  principale  dame 
iP/innneurf  and  fince,  in  177J,  made  ober^ 
hfmcillerinn  to  her  prefent  Majefty,  Ca¬ 
tharine  II. 

The  Tzar,  after  the  death  of  his  firft 
Czarina,  the  Princefs  Miloflauvlki,  went 
often  to  vifit  Matfeof,  contrary  to  the 
cuilom  of  former  Tzars,  who  never  vi- 
iited  private  perfons,  and  would  fomc- 
times  even  take  his  fupper  with  him. — 
One  evening  coming  in  unexpectedly, 
and  feeing  the  table  let  for  fupper  with 
great  neatnefs,  hefaidto  Matfeof,  “  The 
table  feems  fo  neatly  and  prettily  co¬ 
vered,  1  feel  a  ftrong  defire  to  fit  down 
to  it  with  you.  Yes,  1  w’ill  follow  the 
fuggeftions  of  my  appetite,  and  place 
myTelf  at  table  by  thee  ;  upon  this  con¬ 
dition,  however,  that  1  dillurb  no  body, 
and  that  none  get  up  from  table  till 
they  have  flipped.”— “  Whatever  your 
Majefty  pleafes  and  commands  muft  be 
to  the  honour  of  my  houfe,”  returned 
Matfeof.— The  fupper  was  ferved  up, 
and  the  Tzar  fat  down  to  table.  The 
miftrefa  of  the  houfe  enters,  with  their 
only  fon,  and  a  young  lady,  who,  after 
making  their  protoundcit  reverences, 
obey  the  Tzar’s  commands  and  take 
their  places  at  the  tabic.

Foitufiitely,  a  greater  number  than  11- 
fuidefthe  King’s  hody-guxnl  were  or¬ 
dered  to  be  potted  in  the  anti-chamibers 
leading  to  it,  and  to  be  particularly  vigi¬ 
lant  againlf  any  ahrm. 

The  didiirbance  foon  roufed  tbem  to 
arms,  and  the  firfl  body  who  mule  their 
approach  were  lue<i  on,  and  fevtntceii 
killed  on  the  fpot.  I'he  n  d,  terrified  at 
the  fate  of  their  compairuins,  inllantly 
retreated,  and  every  thing  refunied  a 
tolerable  date  of  quietude  till  the  morn¬ 
ing. 

The  Parifian  troops  having  then  de¬ 
manded  entrance  at  the  palace,  it  waa 
relured  ;  and  they  received  a  fire  from 
the  regiment  of  the  King’s  body-guard, 
who  defended  the  approach  of  the  pa¬ 
lace.  A  few  troops,  and  fome  women 
who  had  mixed  w'ith  the  crowd,  fell  oa 
the  firft  tire,  which  was  immediately  re- 
tunitd  by  the  Parilian  guard.  The  ac¬ 
tion  becoming  more  general,  the  Count 
de  Lulignan,  Commandant  of  the  Flan¬ 
ders  rigirnciit,  uriUred  his  troops  to  fire, 
which  they  rcfiifed  to  do,  and  laid  down 
their  arms.  The  King’s  body  guard, 
finding  tlicmfeivcs  overpowered,  took  to
